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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  dealt  with  many  challenges  during  2000.  In  addition  to 
weathering  the  Y2K  bug  very  effectively  the  Board  continued  to  use  caution  financial- 
ly by  recommending  the  continued  commitment  to  the  town’s  capital  infrastructure 
while  holding  in  check  the  growth  of  the  government.  The  town  continued  to  plan 
financially  for  the  eventuality  that  a good  portion  of  the  town’s  financial  assistance 
from  the  state  would  be  discontinued  due  to  the  completion  of  the  Education  Reform 
Funding  schedule.  The  common  vision  of  the  Board,  School  Committee,  Finance 
Committee,  Capital  Outlay  Committee,  as  well  as  the  other  town’s  boards  and  com- 
mittees was  instrumental  in  this  effort. 

Some  of  the  notable  strides  forward  in  dealing  with  the  shifting  needs  of  the  com- 
munity include  the  advancement  of  the  playground  and  Purchase  Street  recreation  field 
projects.  The  town  is  eager  for  the  completion  of  these  efforts  as  well  as  the  goal  to 
complete  a new  DPW  facility  in  2000. 

The  Board  welcomed  back  Bernadette  Hemingway  for  a second  term  as  well  as 
Robert  Meiritt  who  was  last  on  the  Board  in  1974.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Ron 
Clarke  who  stepped  down  from  the  Board  after  two  terms  for  his  significant  contribu- 
tions as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  February  of  2000  the  Board  was  honored  to  attend  the  Firefighter  of  the  Year 
awards  ceremony  at  Fanuel  Hall  where  three  of  Carver’s  firefighters  Mark  Whittemore, 
Michael  Harriman  and  David  Buker  were  presented  awards  for  the  courage  and  life- 
risking  efforts  related  to  a structure  fire  on  Bunny’s  Road  in  1999.  The  selfless  effort 
and  dedication  of  these  and  all  the  town’s  firefighters  is  a source  of  pride  for  the  Board 
and  the  community. 

The  Board  also  continued  to  deal  with  the  issues  concerning  firearms  licensing. 
Working  with  the  Police  Chief  and  a volunteer  committee  the  Board  was  able  to  forge 
some  common  ground  on  this  very  emotional  issue. 

During  2000  the  Board  participated  in  the  discussions  concerning  the  development 
of  approximately  3,000  acres  of  land  currently  owned  by  A.D.  Makepeace.  This  issue 
is  part  of  a larger  regional  concern  involving  a combined  10,000  acres  in  the  towns  of 
Carver,  Plymouth,  and  Wareham.  Controlling  the  growth  of  residential  development 
is  a very  important  factor  in  maintaining  our  current  fiscal  stability.  The  Board  has  also 
been  supportive  of  the  Planning  Board’s  effort  during  2000  to  revise  the  town’s  Master 
Plan  that  has  not  been  updated  since  the  late  1970’s.  This  should  serve  as  a useful  tool 
in  managing  future  growth  and  development. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Administrator,  Assistant  Town 
Administrator,  Department  Heads,  Boards  and  Committees  for  their  efforts  this  past 
year  on  behalf  of  Carver’s  citizens.  We  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of 
the  staff  including  Pat  Clark  and  Jean  Bouchard. 
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Report  of  the  Town  Administrator 

In  addition  to  assisting  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  their  goals  for  2000  the  Town 
Administrator’s  Office  has  been  extremely  busy  dealing  with  a variety  of  administra- 
tive goals  and  projects. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  was  the  collaboration  with  other  town  department  to 
develop  the  town’s  first  municipal  web  site.  So  many  department  heads  and  employ- 
ees worked  with  great  enthusiasm  to  get  this  project  off  the  ground.  The  defining  deci- 
sion was  to  partner  with  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational  - Technical  high  school  to 
obtain  the  necessary  expertise.  This  proved  to  be  a very  rewarding  partnership  for  the 
town  and  the  students  who  participated.  We  look  forward  to  the  completion  and 
refinement  of  the  web  site  into  2001. 

It  was  also  with  great  enthusiasm  that  many  departments  have  participated  in  an 
effort  to  reflect  upon  our  customer  service  efforts  in  the  town  and  move  towards  defin- 
ing methods  for  better  serving  the  public.  This  process  is  in  its  infancy  but  should 
become  an  intricate  part  of  the  manner  in  which  we  do  business  as  officers  and  employ- 
ees of  the  town. 

Administratively  we  have  worked  to  centralize  the  town’s  personnel  function  and 
to  aggressively  move  towards  compliance  with  the  mind-numbing  number  of  person- 
nel administration  requirements  of  the  federal  and  state  governments.  The  town  was 
fortunate  to  have  received  a small  grant  to  acquire  a personnel  professional  to  review 
the  town’s  personnel  procedures  and  provide  us  with  a road  map  for  more  complete  and 
professional  personnel  administration. 

Whether  it’s  the  web  site  project,  customer  service,  professional  development  or  per- 
sonnel, I continue  to  be  inspired  by  the  dedication  and  quality  of  so  many  of  the  town’s 
department  heads  and  employees  for  whom  government  service  is  a true  vocation. 

In  addition  to  these  ongoing  projects  the  following  activities  were  central  to  the 
office: 

• coordination  of  the  FY  2001  budget  process  and  municipal  finances  as  well  as 
financial  recommendations  to  the  Board  consistent  with  the  prudent  fiscal  policy 
the  town  embarked  upon  several  years  ago; 

• preparation  and  presentation  of  the  town’s  third  annual  5 year  Revenue  and 
Expenditure  Forecast; 

• administration  of  the  town’s  insurance  policies  and  Loss  Control/Risk 
Management  programs; 

• multiple  procurement  activities  pursuant  to  the  Uniform  Procurement  Act. 

It  was  my  particular  pleasure  to  have  been  able  to  hire  Jennifer  Petit  as  the  town’s 
first  full-time  Town  Accountant.  Petit  has  very  quickly  become  a tremendous  asset  to 
the  town  and  I look  forward  to  working  with  her  for  many  years  to  come.  Petit 
replaced  Manny  Silvia  who  had  been  the  part-time  Town  Accountant  for  over  ten 
years.  I wish  to  thank  Manny  for  his  long  and  dedicated  service  to  the  town.

Residential  District  #.”  Insert  a footnote  at  the  end  of  that  table  to  read; 
“#  Signs  for  home  occupations  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
2241  and  2242”.  2.  Amend  the  column  “Max  Number”  on  all  three 

tables  to  read.  Directory:  1 per  multiple-occupancy  commercial 

building;  Freestanding:  1 per  single-occupancy  commercial  building; 
Monument:  1 per  single-occupancy  commercial  building  or  business 
park;  and  TOTAL  OF  ALL  SIGNS:  2 per  business.  3.  Add  a footnote* 
to  Directory  on  all  three  tables,  and  amend  the  footnote  * to  read:  “Shall 
not  count  in  the  total  number  or  area  of  signs  allowed  per  business”. 

4.  Amend  Section  3531a.  (Illumination  Standards)  by  deleting  the  words 
“with  the  exception  of  neon.” 

5.  Amend  Section  3231  (General  Landscaping  Requirements)  by  changing 
the  fourth  sentence  to  read,  “The  buffer  area  may  contain  walks, 
sewerage,  and  wells,  but  no  part  of  any  building  structure,  or  space 
intended  for  or  used  as  a parking  area,  driveway,  or  drivethrough  may  be 
located  within  the  buffer  area. 

6.  Amend  Section  3551a.  and  355 Id.  (Directional  Signs  on  Public 
Property)  by  substituting  the  words  “Planning  Board”  for  the  word 
“Selectmen”.. 
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7.  Amend  Section  4700  (Adult  Uses)  by  adding  a new  section  which  reads, 
“Display  of  Adult  Videos”.  No  store  which  rents  and/or  sells  videos 
shall  have  any  adult  videos  openly  displayed  in  the  same  public  viewing 
area  as  non-adult  videos.  Said  adult  videos  shall  be  displayed  in  a 
separate  room  from  the  non-adult  videos,  which  is  to  be  constructed  to 
prevent  the  view  of  the  adult  video  stock  by  the  general  public  unless 
they  enter  the  room  itself.  Said  enclosure  shall  have  only  one  entrance 
and  be  located  to  ensure  proper  monitoring. 

8.  Amend  the  Definition  Section  to  add:  Adult  Videos  shall  mean  videos 
which  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  their  emphasis  depicting, 
describing,  or  relating  to  sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined 
in  G.L.C.  272,  s.

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Report  of  the  Animal  Control  Officer 


The  following  is  a report  of  the  Animal  Control  Department  for  2000. 

As  in  1999,  wildlife  sighted  in  town  was  a common  occurrence,  even  during 
daylight  hours.  However,  there  were  no  known  human  attacks  by  wildlife,  but  pet 
owners  should  still  be  aware  of  the  danger  to  their  pets.  Cats  and  small  dogs  should 
always  stay  indoors  as  much  as  possible. 

Every  July,  dog  owners  should  license  their  dogs  at  the  Town  Clerk’s  office,  as 
state  law  requires.  A current  rabies  shot  is  needed  for  licensing.  All  cats  should  also 
have  current  rabies  shot,  however  licensing  of  cats  is  not  required.  Also  spaying  or 
neutering  your  pet  lowers  the  number  of  unwanted  animals  bom  each  year.  This  is 
something  every  responsible  pet  owner  should  have  done  for  his  or  her  pet.  The 
puppies  and  kittens  are  the  ones  that  suffer  when  there  are  not  enough  good  homes. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  of  my  hard  working  volunteers  that  have  helped  so  much 
to  take  care  of  the  homeless  animals  and  help  them  find  new  homes  at  the  adoption 
days  held  on  Saturdays.  Also  thanks  to  the  police  dispatchers  and  officers  that  help 
with  my  emergency  calls.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

TTie  Carver  Conservation  Commission  is  charged  with  the  general  function  of  the 
protection  and  stewardship  of  our  town’s  natural  resources.  More  specifically,  we  are 
charged  with  open  space  protection  and  wetland  protection.  Open  space  is  important  to 
our  town  for  several  reasons:  it  improves  a town’s  bond  rating;  slows  residential 
growth,  thereby  lowering  taxes;  protects  our  drinking  water  supply  by  preventing 
stormwater  runoff;  increases  property  values;  and  encourages  a high  quality  of  life. 
Wetlands  are  also  important  to  our  town:  they  provide  flood  control  and  pollution 
control;  recharge  and  purify  groundwater;  provide  habitat,  food,  and  cover  for  wildlife; 
and  maintain  high-quality  fish  and  shellfish  environments  both  locally  and 
downstream.  Approximately  fifty  percent  of  the  Town  of  Carver  is  wetlands  and  about 
eighty-five  percent  of  the  town  is  open  space,  a large  part  of  which  is  unprotected.  The 
Commission  is  authorized  by  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  the  Carver  Wetlands 
Bylaw  to  hold  public  hearings  on  all  projects  within  100  feet  of  a wetland,  200  feet  of 
a river,  or  within  100  feet  of  a bog.  The  Commission  tries  to  work  with  the  public  to 
protect  the  resources  that,  in  turn,  protect  our  town. 

Over  the  past  year,  we  have  met  many  goals,  one  of  which  was  public  outreach: 
disseminating  information  about  wetlands  and  open  space.  Last  spring,  the  Agent 
worked  with  the  town’s  middle  school  science  teachers  and  457  middle  school  students 
to  identify  and  certify  vernal  pools  in  Carv'er  and  to  participate  in  the  statewide 
Biodiversity  Days  program.  We  are  grateful  to  all  the  students  and  teachers  who 
worked  so  hard  in  these  endeavors.  During  Biodiversity  Days,  Carv'er  had  the  highest 
student  participation  on  the  South  Shore!  The  Commission  has  also  completed  its 
website,  made  informational  flyers  available  to  the  public  at  the  Town 

Hall,  and  published  periodic  press  releases  about  what  we  do.  Our  webpage  can 
be  viewed  by  going  to  www.carv'erma.org/homepage.htm  and  then  clicking  on 
Conservation  Commission.  Permit  forms  and  the  town’s  Wetlands  Protection  Bylaw 
may  be  viewed  and/or  downloaded  by  going  to  the  Commission’s  site.  We  welcome 
public  input  on  what  kinds  of  information  should  be  available. 

This  year,  one  new  volunteer,  Robert  Conway,  was  appointed  Commissioner.  His 
expertise  has  been  invaluable  and  we  welcome  him.  We  have  once  again  seen  the 
number  and  complexity  of  filings  increase  steadily  over  the  past  year,  with  these  filings 
becoming  more  complex  as  the  amount  of  available  land  located  away  from  wetland 
resources  dwindles.  To  assist  us  in  the  clerical  workload,  the  town  hired  a part-time 
Administrative  Assistant,  Dorothy  Angley,  so  that  the  Agent  can  concentrate  on  the 
task  of  identifying  and  protecting  wetlands  and  open  space  throughout  the  town.  The 
Conservation  Agent  has  begun  the  difficult  process  of  certifying  all  vernal  pools  in  the 
town.  Once  these-and  Carver’s  many  other  unmapped  resources-are  identified,  we  will 
continue  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  to  evaluate  and  identify  priority  open  space 
parcels. 
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We  have  also  established  a new  Open  Space  Committee  to  update  our  Open  Space 
Plan.  An  updated  Open  Space  Plan  makes  the  town  eligible  for  state  funds  for  land 
acquisition,  protection,  recreation,  and  other  land-related  purposes.  The  Open  Space 
Committee  will  work  cooperatively  with  the  Master  Plan  Committee  to  develop  the 
town’s  Open  Space  Concept.  This,  in  turn,  will  be  used  to  evaluate  and  identify  priority 
open  space  parcels  on  a town- wide  basis  and  to  recommend  Chapter  61 A parcels  for 
potential  purchase  by  the  town. 

As  the  South  Shore,  and  Carver  in  particular,  continue  to  grow,  we  expect  the 
current  trend  in  wetland  filings  to  increase  as  houses  and  subdivisions  are  built  closer 
and  closer  to  wetlands.  One  set  of  subdivision  plans  filed  by  A.D.  Makepeace  (for 
approximately  3,000  acres  in  Carver  alone),  has  resulted  in  the  fonnation  of  the 
Carver/Ply mouthAVareham  Regional  Task  Force.  This  Task  Force,  of  which  the 
Commission’s  Agent  is  a member,  is  bringing  the  three  towns  together  to  try  to 
understand  the  planning  aspects  and  impacts  that  a subdivision  of  this  magnitude  would 
have  on  the  region.  Development  in  our  area  also  initiated  some  work  by  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Design  to  bring  together  representatives  of  all  the  towns  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  to  create  a Rural  Resource  Reserve  Task  Force.  This 
group,  of  which  the  Agent  was  Carver’s  representative,  worked  to  develop  strategies 
for  directing  growth  while  protecting  our  resources. 

Land  in  Carver  is  disappearing.  The  downturn  in  the  cranberry  industry  has  hurt 
not  only  the  growers,  but  all  of  us  as  we  begin  to  lose  much  of  our  open  space  to 
revenue-negative  new  house  lots  and  subdivisions.  This  year,  at  Town  Meeting,  the 
Commission  will  ask  the  voters  to  approve  the  Community  Preservation  Act.  This 
legislation,  approved  by  the  state  earlier  in  the  year,  allows  communities  a choice:  for 
a very  modest  investment,  homeowners  have  the  ability  to  preserve  their  town  and 
increase  their  property  values  dramatically.  For  Carver,  in  particular,  taking  more  land 
out  of  subdivision  development  will  reduce  the  need  for  more  town  services  and  reduce 
future  property  tax  increases.  If  we  value  our  town’s  resources,  we  need  to  act  now  to 
protect  them  before  there  is  nothing  left  to  protect. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  who  applied  to  Conservation  for  a permit  over  the  past 
year  and  all  who  called  or  stopped  by  with  questions.  We  take  our  public  service 
responsibilities  seriously  and  we  welcome  your  questions  and  comments.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  2000: 

The  Board  of  Health  has  a mission  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  the  Town  of 
Carver.  Inside  this  mission  several  factors  are  necessary.  We  are  to  monitor  the 
landfills  and  the  septic  plant,  inspect  all  town  restaurants  and  food  service  providers, 
approve  of  all  well  and  septic  plans  and  upgrades,  collect  applicable  fees,  provide  the 
public  with  the  knowledge,  respect  and  understanding  to  deal  with  various  health  issues 
and  solve  the  day  to  day  health  disputes  where  the  public  is  concerned. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  had  many  accomplishments  in  the  past  calendar  year 
including  numerous  discussions  regarding  the  Stone  Cranberry  Proposal.  We  have 
furthered  our  tobacco  education  programs  both  in  our  schools  and  to  our  tobacco 
merchants.  We  have  also  strengthened  our  regulations  in  Pond  Testing  and  Restaurant 
Licensing.  Ironically,  three  specific  regulations,  which  were  first  adopted  by  the 
Carver  Board  of  Health  in  the  areas  of  Title  5,  Restaurant,  and  Pond  Regulations  have 
now  all  become  state  requirements  (regulations). 

We  have  a few  goals  for  the  upcoming  year.  First,  we  would  like  to  complete  the 
process  of  dealing  with  the  application  of  Stone  Cranberry  Co.,  for  an  Eco-Park  in 
North  Carver.  Secondly,  we  are  looking  forward  to  further  assisting  the  town  in  the 
capping  of  the  North  Carver  Landfill.  And  thirdly,  we  will  continue  to  aid  the  Town  as 
best  as  possible  as  we  face  uncertainty  in  our  fiscal  future.  Thank  you.

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall. 
Fortunately,  we  have  had  a quiet  year  with  regard  to  blizzards,  hurricanes  or  weather 
conditions  inhibiting  problems  for  the  Town. 

The  only  major  problem  we  had  this  past  year  was  the  loss  of  electric  in  April  due 
to  some  birds  getting  into  the  West  Pond  Sub-station  and  eating  the  tiebreaker,  causing 
problems  not  only  to  our  town,  but  several  towns  around  this  location.  The  power  was 
only  out  for  a few  hours,  but  it  did  cause  several  surges  during  the  day  while  the 
problem  was  being  solved. 

Old  Home  Day  was  held  on  July  29th  and  was  a success  with  the  annual  road  race, 
bake  and  band  concert  at  Shurtleff  Park.  The  gathering  of  family,  old  friends  and  new 
residents  has  been  one  of  the  high  points  every  year  for  the  Town.  The  year  2001 
should  make  Old  Home  Day  even  more  successful  since  it  will  be  the  100th 
anniversary  celebration. 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  wishes  to  extend  a thank  you  to  Town 
personnel,  residents  of  Carver,  MEMA-Area  II  staff  and  all  volunteers  for  their 
cooperation  and  support.

The  Buildings  and  Grounds  Department  is  made  up  of  a Superintendent  who 
oversees  the  budget  and  the  day-to-day  operations,  and  two  full  time  Custodians  and 
one  part  time  position.  This  Department  oversees  the  maintenance  and  custodial  needs 
of  several  municipal  buildings,  including  the  Town  Hall,  Library,  Police  Station,  Three 
Fire  Stations,  Ambulance  Building,  and  the  Municipal  Well  Complexes. 

This  year  we  installed  irrigation  systems  and  replanted  lawns  at  the  Girl  Scout

Dear  Sirs: 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  of  Public  Works  completed  the  following 
major  accomplishments: 

Purchase  Street  was  completed  with  1,500'  FT  of  Drainage,  a leveling  course  and 
a top  course  of  bituminous  concrete  was  completed.  Silva  Street  was  also  in  this 
Chapter  #90  project  with  the  same  application  this  is  a total  of  4,000  tons  of  bituminous 
concrete. 

Also  Mayflower  Road  had  a leveling  course  applied  and  a chip  seal  surface 
applied.  Also  paving  was  done  on  Cornish  Street  and  Barrows  Street.  Preventive 
maintenance  was  done  on  the  following  streets: 

Hardhill  Road  1-  1/2"  overlay 

Briar  Path  1-1/2"  overlay 

Tremont  Street  1-1/2"  overlay  -3,000' 

As  always,  a lot  of  tree  trimming  is  done  throughout  the  Town.  Also  a lot  of  catch 
basin  cleaning  and  drainage  easements  throughout  the  Town.  These  have  to  be  cleaned 
constantly  to  keep  our  drainage  systems  working. 

Cemeteries  were  limed  and  fertilized  this  year.  The  new  section  of  cemetery  in 
Lakenham  will  be  seeded  and  also  the  roads  in  this  section  will  be  built  and  completed 
this  year. 

Line  painting  was  done  on  the  following  roads: 

Tremont  Street,  Center  Street,  Wareham  Street,  Lakeview  Street,  Mayflower 
Road,  Church  Street,  Rochester  Road,  Cranberry  Road,  Federal  Road,  Pine  Street, 
West  Street,  Plymouth  Street,  High  Street,  Forest  Street,  Fosdick  Road,  Fuller  Street, 
Pond  Street  and  Meadow  Street. 

In  addition,  cross  walks,  stop  bars,  directional  arrows  and  parking  lot  lines  in 
various  locations  throughout  the  Town  were  painted. 

Snow  removal  this  year  has  been  about  normal.  At  this  time  we  have  used  about 
450  tons  of  salt  and  1200  yards  of  sand.  We  are  still  within  our  snow-operating  budget. 
We  are  however  over  in  our  snow-overtime  due  to  a lot  of  icing  conditions.  We  have 
had  3 plowable  snowstorms,  one  in  January  that  was  10-12";  we  have  35  sanding 
requests  for  icing  conditions  so  far  this  year.  Also  frost  heaves  are  doing  a lot  of  road 
damage  this  year. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  for  allowing  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
the  vital  pieces  of  equipment  it  takes  to  keep  our  Town  in  order  and  a big  thanks  for 
our  new  facility  located  on  Pond  Street.  This  facility  should  be  completed  by  April. 
Any  resident  is  welcome  to  stop  by  and  take  a look  at  this  great  facility. 
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Our  roadwork  has  increased  as  our  parks  and  recreational  areas  are  being  used 
more  and  more  due  to  the  increase  in  population.  Our  snow  and  ice  removal  budget 
can  never  be  predicted.  Our  budget  sometimes  runs  a bit  short  in  certain  areas,  so  we 
will  continue  to  provide  the  best  possible  services  to  you  as  we  can. 

Considering  the  scope  of  the  projects  beginning  in  20(X)  along  with  the  everyday 
duties  of  the  DPW,  the  overall  condition  of  the  roads,  cemeteries  and  public  areas 
maintained  by  this  Department  are  very  good.  Superintendent  Halunen  and  his  crew 
have  done  a fine  Job  working  on  various  projects  and  in  doing  all  the  necessary  work 
required  throughout  the  year.

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Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are  pleased 
to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2000. 

The  Project  is  a special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  and  is  now 
composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of 
Cohasset  in  Nortblk  County.  The  Project  is  a regional  response  to  a regional  problem 
and  provides  a way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees, 
and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a single  agency  with  a broad  geographical  area 
of  responsibility. 

The  2000  season  began  with  an  average  water  table  for  the  region.  Efforts  were 
directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  and  aerial 
larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent. 
Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume 
adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  10,146  complaints,  a 63%  increase  over 
1999. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  isolations  obtained  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  increased  in  2000.  The  first  EEE  isolate  was  found  in 
collections  from  Easton  on  July  23,  2000.  Three  isolates  were  collected  in  Plymouth 
County  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a bird  biting  species,  on  the  following  dates:  Hanover 
(9/2),  Brockton  (9/9)  and  Halifax  (9/16).  A four-year-old  girl  from  Rockland  tested 
positive  on  September  15  for  EEE,  resulting  in  the  first  human  EEE  case  in 
Massachusetts  since  1997.  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  and  the  introduction  of  West 
Nile  Virus  to  the  Northeast  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project  and 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

On  July  22,  the  first  crow  infected  with  West  Nile  Virus  was  found  in 
Massachusetts,  at  Willow  Pond  in  Jamaica  Plain.  Plymouth  County’s  first  infected  bird 
was  found  in  Middleboro  on  August  13,  2000.  As  of  October  24,  eighty-eight  infected 
birds  had  been  found  in  19  of  the  27  communities  serviced  by  the  Project.  To  ascertain 
the  risk  to  human  health,  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  placed  mosquito  traps  in 
the  areas  where  infected  birds  were  found.  The  mosquitoes  collected  were  tested  at  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  for  West  Nile  Virus,  but  none  were 
infected. 

In  the  last  several  years,  two  exotic  mosquito  species  (Aedes  albopictus  and  Ae. 
japonicus)  have  been  found  in  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey.  The  larvae  of  these 
mosquitoes  are  found  in  man-made  containers  such  as  tires  and  buckets.  These 
mosquitoes  are  probably  capable  of  transmitting  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  and  West 
Nile  Virus  to  people.  We  at  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  are  concerned  about 
this  new  threat  to  the  Northeast  U.S.  In  an  effort  to  be  proactive  in  our  approach,  we 
have  begun  to  monitor  containers  for  these  new  mosquitoes,  but  neither  has  yet  been 
found  within  Plymouth  County. 

During  the  winter  of  2000,  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  created  a 
web  site  designed  to  provide  information  about  mosquito  biology,  mosquito  borne 
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diseases,  repellents,  and  the  Project.  The  web  site  also  provides  current  information  on 
West  Nile  Virus  activity  within  the  Project  area.  The  web  site  has  been  well  received 
by  the  public  and  is  a featured  site  at  Study  Web®  (www.studyweb.com)  as  one  of  the 
best  educational  resources  on  mosquitoes  for  students  and  teachers.  Since  May,  the 
web  site  has  received  over  6,000  visits,  and  we  hope  you  will  also  find  it  a valuable 
tool.  The  web  site  address  is  www.plymouthmosquito.com. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Carver  are  given  below.  While  mosquitoes  do 
not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a tally  of  the  activities, 
which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health,  and  comfort  of  Carver  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  7,869  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  sprayers  for 
control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if 
mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in 
September. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  airplane  before  the  leaves 
come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  Carver  this  year  we  aerially 
larvicided  300  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can 
be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  areas. 
Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides 
when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a total  of  77  inspections  were  made 
to  69  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Water  Management.  During  2000  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other 
obstructions  from  935  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or 
stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine 
reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between  notice  of  a 
mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time 
in  the  Town  of  Carver  was  less  than  two  days  with  more  than  480  complaints 
answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Carver  indicates 
that  Culex  salinarius  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important  species  collected 
included  Coquillettidia  perturbans  and  Culiseta  melanura. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information 
about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-bome  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other  matters  of 
concern.

Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  Service 


The  role  of  UMass  Extension,  Plymouth  County  is  to  deliver  research-based 
information  to  specific  groups  of  people  through  nonformal  methods.  The  local  staff 
work  in  concert  with  UMass  Amherst  faculty  and  staff  on  behalf  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  provide  valuable  information  in  Extension’s  four 
program  areas.  The  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds, 
and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and  agreements.  Educational  programs  focus 
on  four  major  program  areas:  Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and  Environmental 
Conservation  (grant  funds);  4-H  youth,  volunteer  and  family  development;  and 
federally  funded  Nutrition  Education  initiatives.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with 
staff  on  developing  specific  programs.  Programs  include:  Pruning  demonstrations; 
Pesticide  applicator  trainings  and  licensing  exams;  The  Annual  UMass  Extension 
Garden  Calendar;  Educational  resource  materials;  Training  and  resources  for  agencies 
serving  youth;  Accredited  overnight  summer  camps;  Teacher  workshops  and 
resources;  and  Food  Safety  Certification  Courses.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the 
County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the  overall 
program.  New  research  findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared 
with  people  and  communities  through  workshops,  conferences,  field  demonstrations, 
technical  assistance,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications  such  as 
regular  newsletters  and  booklets,  fact  sheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring 
information  directly  to  those  who  need  it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.  Hanson. 
There  is  a satellite  office  in  the  City  of  Brockton,  for  the  grant-funded  Family  Nutrition 
Program.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional  programs  are  often  conducted. 
UMass  also  operates  the  Cranberry  Experiment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham. 
Currently  the  Plymouth  County  field  staff  consists  of  a County  Director,  two  4-H 
Youth  Development  Specialists,  a Food  Safety/Family  Development  Specialist,  and  a 
Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.

The  Delegate  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  (OCPC- 
AAA)  Advisory  Committee  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area  Agency  on 
Aging  activities  for  fiscal  year  2000. 

NARRATIVE  STATEMENT: 

The  OCPC-AAA  is  responsible  for  planning,  coordinating  and  funding  elder 
services  under  the  Older  Americans  Act  in  the  23  community  region  served  by  the 
program.  The  OCPC-AAA,  in  conjunction  with  input  from  the  23  community 
Advisory  Committees,  has  focused  its  efforts  on  developing  a network  of  services  and 
programs  to  serve  the  unmet  needs  of  elders  from  throughout  the  region.  In  fiscal  year 
2000,  the  OCPC-AAA  provided  grant  funding  to  various  service  provider  agencies  for 
the  following  types  of  program  and  services:: 

• Multi-Purpose  Senior  Center  Services 

• Mental  Health  Services 

• Services  for  Disabled  Elders 

• Legal  Services 

• Nutrition  Education  and  Counseling 

• Congregate  and  Home  Delivered  Meals 

• Long-Term  Care  Ombudsman  Program 

• Outreach 

• Personal  Care  and  Respite 

• Transportation 

• Emergency  Intervention  Service 

• Senior  Aide  Employment  Program 

The  OCPC-AAA  Advisory  Committee  Delegates  and  Alternates  play  a key  role 
in  the  development  and  support  of  elder  services  and  programs  in  the  region. 
Committee  members  from  each  of  the  23  communities  assist  the  AAA  in  assessing 
elder  needs  in  the  region,  recommending  funding  priorities,  and  recommending  sub- 
grantee funding  awards  to  the  Planning  Council.  The  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
Delegates  and  Alternates  and  their  respective  communities  is  acknowledged  with 
gratitude  by  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  The  OCPC- 
AAA  also  wishes  to  extend  sincere  thanks  to  Committee  Chairwoman  Phyllis  Hancock 
of  Brockton  and  Vice-Chairwoman  Josephine  Hatch  of  Pembroke  for  their  leadership 
during  the  past  fiscal  year.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


As  I look  back  over  the  past  school  year,  I am  struck  by  the  tremendous  amount 
of  time  and  effort  our  school  staff  dedicated  toward  professional  development. 
Their  efforts  will  provide  opportunities  for  the  continued  academic  success  of  the 
students  they  serve.  The  school  district  provided  a significant  amount  of 
organizational  data  in  our  Annual  Report  to  the  community;  therefore,  I will  not 
repeat  that  information  in  this  report.  I will  provide  information  about  our  successes, 
concerns  and  the  challenges  that  we  face  as  we  continue  with  school  improvement 
efforts. 

Professional  development  activities  for  certified  teaching  staff  began  on  the 
first  day  of  school  in  September  2000.  A new  teacher  evaluation  instrument  was 
implemented  and  administration  provided  a full  day  of  training  regarding  the  new 
instrument.  Our  school  district  has  committed  to  long  term  professional 
development  around  the  research  of  Jon  Saphier’s  Skillful  Teacher  Training 
Program.  Our  administrative  staff  attended  a weeklong  training  program  in 
Observing  and  Analyzing  Teaching.  This  training  represents  a continued 
commitment  of  the  Carver  School  Committee  to  ensure  that  school  administrators 
are  fully  prepared  to  evaluate  and  assist  teachers  in  improving  instruction.  The 
school  district  also  arranged  for  over  thirty  teachers  to  attend  the  Understanding 
Teaching  Course  last  summer.  Our  district  remains  committed  to  the  Effective 
Writing  Teacher  Program  and  provides  additional  training  to  school  staff.  One  of 
the  four  Carver  School  Committee  goals  is  to  continue  support  for  professional 
development  to  assist  staff  to  become  technologically  literate.  We  continued  to 
provide  technology  training  in  the  areas  of  Windows,  Microsoft  Word,  PowerPoint 
and  Excel.  We  have  contracted  with  Fresh  Pond  Technology  Incorporated  to  assist 
staff  to  integrate  the  use  of  technology  into  the  curriculum  and  classroom  activities. 
Two  elementary  initiatives  in  professional  development  occurred  this  school  year; 
the  implementation  of  the  Zaner-Bloser  Handwriting  Program  and  the 
implementation  of  Discovery  Works,  a hands-on,  thematic,  inquiry-based  science 
program  that  is  aligned  with  the  Massachusetts  Science  Frameworks  and  the 
National  Science  Foundation  Standards. 

Our  school  district  has  continued  to  offer  after  school  and  summer  academic 
support  programs  for  students  at  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels.  These  grant- 
funded  programs  have  assisted  students  in  preparation  for  the  Massachusetts 
Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  testing  programs  in  grades  four,  eight 
and  ten.  Our  teaching  staff  has  continued  their  work  in  aligning  the  Carver  Public 
Schools’  curriculum  with  the  Massachusetts  Frameworks  in  all  seven  content  areas. 
We  have  utilized  many  early  release  days  to  give  staff  the  time  to  complete 
curriculum  work.  The  faculty  at  Carver  High  School  has  used  early  release  days  and 
the  February  full  day  of  professional  development  to  prepare  for  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  accreditation  self-study  process.  That  process 
should  be  complete  this  year  and  the  Accreditation  Committee  will  visit  Carver 
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High  School  in  the  spring  of  2002  to  observe  and  interview  staff,  students  and 
community  members.  The  Carver  High  School  administration,  staff,  students  and 
community  representatives  are  to  be  congratulated  for  all  of  their  hard  work  to  date. 

A major  highlight  for  Carver  Public  Schools  was  the  success  that  we 
experienced  in  meeting  our  academic  goals  both  locally  and  through  the  state 
accountability  program.  Carver  Middle  School  exceeded  expectations  in  all  areas; 
Carver  High  School  in  several  areas  and  the  elementary  school  met  grade 
expectations.  Congratulations  to  the  staff  and  students  who  worked  hard  to 
accomplish  improved  scores.  It  is  important;  however,  to  recognize  that  the  efforts 
of  students  and  staff  cannot  be  captured  solely  by  an  MCAS  score.  There  is  much 
more  to  a school  district  than  a score.  There  must  be  multiple  indicators  of  student 
success,  not  one  single  test  that  indicates  success  or  failure.  Accountability  is 
important  and  our  school  district  has  never  shirked  its  responsibility  to  report  data 
to  the  community;  even  when  the  results  have  been  less  than  desirable.  I am 
concerned;  however,  that  we  are  focusing  too  much  on  testing  and  accountability 
and  not  enough  on  the  consequences  such  a focus  can  bring.  We  must  balance  our 
concerns  about  accountability  with  the  effects  that  such  efforts  have  on  teaching  and 
student  anxiety.  I consider  the  quest  for  improved  state  testing  scores  and  the  need 
to  provide  a well-balanced  and  sensible  range  of  program  options  to  students^  the 
most  significant  challenge  we  will  face  in  the  next  several  years.  Although 
improving  student  scores  and  providing  inclusive  school  programs  are  not  exclusive 
of  each  other;  most  often  they  are  at  odds. 

Amazingly,  even  with  the  intense  efforts  being  made  to  provide  staff  and 
students  the  necessary  skills  to  effectively  meet  the  challenges  of  MCAS;  we  have 
made  significant  progress  in  areas  outside  of  academics.  Music  programs  continue 
to  thrive  and  progress.  Much  to  the  credit  of  the  music  teachers  and  the  Music 
Boosters,  enrollment  in  music  programs  continues  to  increase  and  holiday  concerts 
reflect  their  hard  work.  We  have  continued  to  showcase  student  talents  in  theater 
production  and  hope  to  expand  the  number  of  productions  in  the  future.  Athletic 
programs  continue  to  set  records  and  break  new  ground.  This  year  saw  the  hard 
work  of  parents  of  students  who  play  hockey  result  in  the  initiation  of  a junior 
varsity  hockey  program.  Our  athletic  staff  and  parents  can  be  proud  of  the 
accomplishments  of  our  student/athlete  hockey  players.  Several  outstanding 
student/athletes  secured  state  titles,  and  the  boys’  and  girls’  track  team  won  league 
championships  again  this  past  year.  The  biggest  athletic  accomplishment  of  the  year 
came  early  in  the  season  when  the  Crusaders  won  their  first  South  Shore  League 
Football  Championship  and  participated  in  the  Division  IV  Super  Bowl  at  Boston 
University.  The  importance  of  students’  accomplishments,  outside  of  academic 
programs,  clearly  indicate  the  commitment  of  our  school  district  to  provide  a well- 
rounded  range  of  opportunities  for  students  with  special  skills  and  talents  outside  of 
the  classroom.  I sincerely  thank  the  Carver  School  Committee  for  their  support  and 
understanding  of  the  need  for  a strong  range  of  programs  for  our  students. 

We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  acquired  two  outstanding  administrators  to  fill 
the  vacated  positions  of  Mr.  Patrick  Meagher  and  Mrs.  Penny  Scott.  Patrick  did  an 
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excellent  job  as  Business  Manager  and  we  wish  him  success  in  his  new  position 
with  Marshfield  Public  Schools.  Penny  was  a dedicated  Pupil  Personnel  Director 
and  we  wish  her  success  as  Assistant  Principal  of  Barnstable  Middle  School.  Ms. 
Diane  Aberle  joined  our  administrative  staff  in  August  2000  as  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Services.  Ms.  Aberle  has  a well-rounded  background  in  special  education 
services  and  held  the  position  of  Special  Education  Administrator  at  South  Shore 
Vocational  School  before  joining  Carver  Public  Schools.  Ms.  Marjorie  Lombard  has 
a lengthy  work  history  in  the  area  of  finances  and  accounting  and  previously  was 
the  Chief  Financial  Officer  of  Catholic  Charities  before  becoming  Carver  Public 
Schools’  Business  Manager  in  December  2000. 

The  Carver  School  Committee  and  the  administration  and  staff  of  Carver 
Public  Schools  are  fully  prepared  and  capable  of  meeting  the  challenges  of  the 
multiple  and  multifaceted  accountability  standards  identified  by  the  Education 
Reform  Act  of  1993.  The  difficulty  is  in  ensuring  that  all  stakeholders  in  this 
important  work,  educating  our  students,  are  involved  in  the  process.

4804.  Location.  No  Tattoo  Parlor/Body  Piercing  may  be  located  within 
any  area  not  listed  under  Section  2300,  Use  Regulation  Schedule. 

4805.  Prohibited.  Tattoo  Parlor/Body  Piercing  shall  not  be  located  as  a 
home  occupation  in  the  Town  of  Carver. 

4806.  Limitation.  No  Special  Permit  may  be  granted  hereunder  to  any 
person  convicted  of  violating  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  199,  s.  63 
or  G.L.  c,  272,  s.  28. 

2.  Amend  2230  Use  Regulation  Schedule  by  adding  the  following  new 
section  to  the  table  as  follows:

The  puncturing 
or  penetration  of  the  skin  of  a person  with  presterilized  single-use 
needles  and  the  insertion  of  presterilized  jewelry  or  other  adornment 
thereto  in  the  opening.  This  definition  includes  piercing  of  the  outer 
perimeter  of  the  ear,  but  does  not  include  piercing  of  the  earlobe  with 
presterilized  single-use  stud-and-clasp  ear-piercing  systems. 

The  indelible  mark,  figure  or  decorative  design  introduced  by 
insertion  of  dyes  or  pigments  into  or  under  the  subcutaneous  portion  of 
the  skin. 

The  means  or  method  of  placing  ink  or  other  pigment  into  or 
under  the  skin  or  mucosa  by  the  aid  of  needles  or  any  other  instrument 
used  to  puncture  the  skin,  resulting  in  permanent  coloration  of  the  skin 
mucosa.  This  term  includes  all  forms  of  cosmetic  tattooing.

“Street”  any  public  way,  town  way,  private  way  or  way  to  which  the  public  has  the 
right  of  access  in  the  Town  of  Carver. 

SECTION  2:  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  any  rule,  regulation,  order  or 
bylaw  to  the  contrary  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  or  make  repairs  in,  over  or 
under  any  street  including  construction,  repairs  or  maintenance  to  utilities  along,  under 
or  through  such  streets  may  employ  flaggers  to  direct  and  control  traffic  around  such 
construction  or  maintenance  site  so  long  as  such  will  not  impact  or  otherwise 
compromise  public  safety.

Such  a 
Request  for  Determination  of  Applicability  (RDA)  shall  include 
information  and  plans  as  are  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission. 

“Lands  within  200  feet  of  rivers,  ponds,  and  lakes,  and  lands  within 
100  feet  of  other  resource  areas,  are  presumed  important  to  the  protection 
of  these  resources  because  activities  undertaken  in  close  proximity  to 
resource  areas  have  a high  likelihood  of  adverse  impact  on  the  wetland 
or  other  resource,  either  immediately,  as  a consequence  of  construction, 
or  over  time,  as  a consequence  of  daily  operation  or  existence  of  the 
activities.  These  adverse  impacts  from  construction  and  use  can  include, 
without  limitation,  erosion,  siltation,  loss  of  groundwater  recharge,  poor 
water  quality,  and  loss  of  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission,  therefore, 
may  require  that  the  applicant  maintain  a strip  of  continuous,  undisturbed 
vegetative  cover  within  the  200-foot  or  100-foot  areas,  respectively,  in 
addition  to  those  areas  specified  in  Section  I (C),  unless  the  applicant 
convinces  the  Commission  that  the  area  or  part  of  it  may  be  disturbed 
without  harm  to  the  values  protected  by  this  bylaw. 

“In  the  review  of  areas  within  200  feet  of  rivers  and  streams,  no 
permit  issued  hereunder  shall  permit  any  activities  unless  the  applicant, 
in  addition  to  meeting  the  otherwise  applicable  requirements  of  this 
bylaw,  has  proved  by  a preponderance  of  the  evidence  that  such 
activities,  including  proposed  mitigation  measures,  will  have  no 
significant  adverse  impact  on  the  areas  or  values  protected  by  this  bylaw.

The 
notice  to  abutters  shall  have  enclosed  a copy  of  the  permit  application  or 
request,  with  plans,  or  shall  state  where  copies  may  be  examined  and 
obtained  by  abutters.  An  affidavit  of  the  person  providing  such  notice, 
with  a copy  of  the  notice  mailed  or  delivered,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Commission.  When  a person  requesting  a determination  is  other  than  the 
owner,  the  request,  the  notice  of  the  hearing,  and  the  determination  itself 
shall  be  sent  by  the  applicant  (by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested) 
to  the  owner. 

“(2)  The  Commission  shall  conduct  a public  hearing  on  any  permit 
application  or  request  for  determination  of  applicability,  with  written 
notice  given  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  five  (5)  business  days  prior 
to  the  hearing,  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town  of 
Carver. 

“(3)  The  Commission  shall  commence  the  public  hearing  within  21  days 
from  receipt  of  a completed  permit  application  or  request  for 
determination  of  applicability  unless  an  extension  is  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  applicant. 

“(4)  The  Commission  shall  issue  its  permit  or  determination  in  writing 
within  21  days  of  the  close  of  the  public  hearing  thereon  unless  an 
extension  is  authorized  in  writing  by  the  applicant. 

“(5)  The  Commission  in  an  appropriate  case  may  combine  its  hearing 
under  this  bylaw  with  the  hearing  conducted  under  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  (M.  G.  L.  Chap.

“(7)  At  the  time  of  a permit  application  or  RDA,  or  application  for 
Certificate  of  Compliance,  the  applicant  shall  pay  a filing  fee  specified  in 
regulations  of  the  Commission.  The  fee  is  in  addition  to  that  required  by 
the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (M.  G.  L.  Chapter  131,  Section  40)  and  the 
Regulations  promulgated  thereunder  at  310  CMR  10.00,  et  seq.  The  fee 
shall  be  deposited  into  a dedicated  account,  for  use  only  for  wetlands 
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protection  activities,  from  which  the  Commission  may  withdraw  funds 
without  further  appropriation. 

“(8)  If  the  Commission,  after  a public  hearing,  determines  that  the 
activities  subject  to  the  permit  application,  or  the  land  and  water  uses  that 
will  result  therefrom,  are  likely  to  have  a significant  individual  or 
cumulative  effect  upon  the  wetland  values  protected  by  this  Bylaw,  the 
Commission,  within  21  days  of  the  close  of  the  hearing,  shall  issue  or 
deny  a permit  for  the  activities  requested.  If  it  issues  a permit,  the 
Commission  shall  impose  conditions  the  Commission  deems  necessary 
or  desirable  to  protect  those  values,  and  all  activities  shall  be  done  in 
accordance  with  those  conditions.  The  Commission  shall  take  into 
account  the  cumulative  adverse  effects  of  loss,  degradation,  isolation, 
and  replication  of  protected  resource  areas  throughout  the  community 
and  the  watershed,  resulting  from  past  activities,  permitted  and  exempt, 
and  foreseeable  future  activities. 

“(9)  The  Commission  is  empowered  to  deny  a permit  for  failure  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  this  Bylaw;  for  failure  to  submit  necessary 
information  and  plans  requested  by  the  Commission;  for  failure  to  meet 
the  design  specifications,  performance  standards,  and  other  requirements 
in  regulations  of  the  Commission;  for  failure  to  avoid  or  prevent 
unacceptable  significant  or  cumulative  effects  upon  the  wetland  values 
protected  by  this  Bylaw;  and  where  no  conditions  are  adequate  to  protect 
those  values.  Due  consideration  shall  be  given  to  any  demonstrated 
hardship  on  the  applicant  by  reason  of  denial,  as  presented  at  the  public 
hearing. 

“(10)  A permit  shall  expire  three  years  from  the  date  of  issuance. 
Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  Commission  in  its  discretion  may  issue  a 
permit  expiring  five  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  for  recurring  or 
continuous  maintenance  work,  provided  that  a request  for  a renewal  is 
received  in  writing  by  the  Commission  prior  to  expiration. 
Notwithstanding  the  above,  a permit  may  contain  requirements  that  shall 
be  enforceable  for  a stated  number  of  years,  indefinitely,  or  until 
permanent  protection  is  in  place,  and  shall  apply  to  all  owners  of  the  land. 

“(11)  For  good  cause,  the  Commission  may  revoke  or  modify  a permit 
or  determination  issued  under  this  bylaw  after  notice  to  the  holder  of  the 
permit  or  determination,  notice  to  the  public,  abutters,  and  town  boards, 
pursuant  to  Sections  II  and  III,  and  a public  hearing. 

“(12)  The  Commission  in  an  appropriate  case  may  combine  the  permit 
or  determination  issued  under  this  bylaw  with  the  Order  of  Conditions  or 
Determination  of  Applicability  issued  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
(M.  G.  L.  Chap.  131  Sect.  40)  and  Regulations  (310  CMR  10.00). 
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“(13)  No  work  proposed  in  any  permit  application  shall  be  undertaken 
until  the  permit  issued  by  the  Commission  with  respect  to  such  work  has 
been  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  registry  of  deeds  or,  if  the  land 
affected  is  registered  land,  in  the  registry  section  of  the  land  court  for 
Plymouth  County,  and  until  the  holder  of  the  permit  certifies  in  writing 
to  the  Commission  that  the  permit  has  been  recorded.” 

26.  Delete  existing  Section  II  (C  ) (Notice  to  Abutters  and  Property  Owners) 
in  its  entirety. 

27.  Add  a new  section  to  be  called  “Section  II  (D)  (l)-(6)  Consultant  Fee”  to 
read  as  follows; 

“(1)  Upon  receipt  of  a permit  application  or  request  for  determination  of 
applicability,  or  at  any  point  during  the  hearing  process,  the  Commission 
is  authorized  to  require  an  applicant  to  pay  a fee  for  the  reasonable  costs 
and  expenses  borne  by  the  Commission  for  specific  expert  engineering 
and  other  consultant  services  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  to 
come  to  a final  decision  on  the  application.  This  fee  is  called  the 
“Consultant  Fee.”  The  specific  consultant  services  may  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to,  performing  or  verifying  the  accuracy  of  resource  area 
survey  and  delineation;  analyzing  resource  area  functions  and  values, 
including  wildlife  habitat  evaluations,  hydrogeologic,  and  drainage 
analysis;  and  researching  environmental  or  land  use  law. 

“(2)  The  Commission  may  require  the  payment  of  the  consultant  fee  at 
any  point  in  its  deliberations  prior  to  a final  decision.  If  a revolving  fund 
for  consultant  expenses  and  fees  is  authorized  by  the  town  meeting,  or  by 
any  general  or  special  law,  the  applicant’s  fee  shall  be  put  into  such 
revolving  fund,  and  the  Commission  may  draw  upon  that  fund  for 
specific  consultant  services  approved  by  the  Commission  at  one  of  its 
public  meetings.  Any  unused  portion  of  the  consultant  fee  shall  be 
returned  to  the  applicant  unless  the  Commission  decides  at  a public 
meeting  that  additional  services  will  be  required. 

“(3)  The  exercise  of  discretion  by  the  Commission  in  making  its 
determination  to  require  the  payment  of  a consultant  fee  shall  be  based 
upon  its  reasonable  finding  that  additional  information  acquirable  only 
through  outside  consultants  would  be  necessary  for  the  making  of  an 
objective  decision.  Any  applicant  aggrieved  by  the  imposition  of,  or  size 
of,  the  consultant  fee,  or  any  act  related  thereto,  may  appeal  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

“(4)  The  Commission  may  waive  the  filing  fee,  consultant  fee,  and  costs 
and  expenses  for  a permit  application  or  request  for  determination  filed 
by  a government  agency.

“(5)  The  maximum  consultant  fee  charged  to  reimburse  the  Commission 
for  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  according  to  the  following 
schedule:

Each  additional  $500,000  project  cost  increment  (over  $2,000,000)  shall 
be  charged  an  additional  $2,500  maximum  fee  per  increment. 

“(6)  The  project  cost  means  the  estimated,  entire  cost  of  the  project 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  building  construction,  site  preparation, 
landscaping,  and  all  site  improvements.  The  consultant  fee  shall  be  paid 
pro  rata  for  that  portion  of  the  project  cost  applicable  to  those  activities 
within  resource  areas  protected  by  this  bylaw.  The  project  shall  not  be 
segmented  to  avoid  being  subject  to  the  consultant  fee.  The  applicant 
shall  submit  estimated  project  costs  at  the  Commission’s  request,  but  the 
lack  of  such  estimated  project  costs  shall  not  avoid  the  payment  of  the 
consultant  fee.” 


28.  Add  a new  subsection  entitled  “Section  II  (E)  Rules  and  Regulations”  to 
read  as  follows:  “After  due  notice  and  public  hearing,  the  Commission 
may  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
section.  Failure  by  the  Commission  to  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations  or  a legal  declaration  of  their  invalidity  by  a court  of  law  shall 
not  act  to  suspend  or  invalidate  the  effects  of  this  section.” 

29.  Add  a new  subsection  entitled,  “Section  II  (F)  Coordination  with  other 
Boards”  to  read  as  follows:  “Any  person  filing  a permit  application  or 
RDA  with  the  Commission  shall  provide  a copy  thereof  at  the  same  time, 
by  certified  mail  (return  receipt  requested)  or  hand  delivery,  to  the 
selectboard,  planning  board,  board  of  appeals,  board  of  health,  town 
engineer,  and  building  inspector.  A copy  shall  be  provided  in  the  same 
manner  to  the  Conservation  Commission  of  the  adjoining  municipality, 
if  the  application  or  RDA  pertains  to  property  within  300  feet  of  that 
municipality.  An  affidavit  of  the  person  providing  notice,  with  a copy  of 
the  notice  mailed  or  delivered,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission.  The 
Commission  shall  not  take  final  action  until  the  boards  and  officials  have 
had  14  days  from  receipt  of  notice  to  file  written  comments  and 
recommendations  with  the  Commission,  which  the  Commission  shall 
take  into  account  but  which  shall  not  be  binding  on  the  Commission.  The 
applicant  shall  have  the  right  to  receive  any  comments  and 
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recommendations,  and  to  respond  to  them  at  a hearing  of  the 
Commission  prior  to  final  action.” 

30.  Delete  Section  III:  “Plans”  in  its  entirety  and  substitute  the  following  new 
Section  III:  “Plans”  to  read  as  follows:  “Technical  Requirements:  (1) 
Proposed  activity  shall  be  performed  to  meet  performance  standards  that 
protect  the  wetland  values  of  the  Bylaw.  Performance  standards  shall 
include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following:  a ) If  alteration  to  land 
subject  to  flooding  is  proposed,  demonstrate  compensatory  storage  at 
every  elevation  in  the  flood  plain,  b ) Stormwater  Management  1 . The 
design  of  the  system  for  stormwater  management  for  each  project  shall 
be  done  in  a manner  such  that  post-construction  runoff  will  not 
exacerbate  or  create  flooding  conditions,  or  alter  surface  water  flow  paths 
such  as  to  impact  adjacent  properties  to  the  site  during  the  2-,  10-,  25-, 
and  100-year  24-hour  storm  events.  No  increase  will  be  allowed  in  the 
peak  rate  of  runoff  for  any  of  the  above  design  storms.  The  total  volume 
of  post-development  runoff  shall  not  exceed  the  pre-development  runoff 
volume  for  the  ten  (10)  year,  24-hour  (twenty-four  hour)  design  storm. 
2.  The  “first  flush”  of  the  stormwater  shall  be  treated  prior  to  discharge. 
The  treatment  system(s)  shall  be  designed  to  accommodate  the  first  flush 
from  the  entire  project  area.  Treatment  shall  be  provided  to  achieve  80% 
removal  of  total  suspended  solids  from  the  first  flush.  3.  The  treatment 
volume  (Vt)  for  the  “first  flush”  shall  be  determined  by  the  following 
formula:  Vt  = (1.25/12  inches)(Rv)(Site  Area  in  square  feet),  where  Rv 
= 0.05  -I-  0.009(1),  and  I = the  % impervious  area.  Impervious  area  is 
defined  as  any  manmade  cover  that  is  not  vegetated.  In  residential  areas, 
the  % impervious  is  obtained  from  the  TR-55  table  ‘Runoff  Curve 
Numbers  for  Urban  Areas,  Residential  District  by  Average  Lot  Size.’  4. 
Rainfall  for  storms  shall  be  determined  using  the  Cornell  Atlas  of 
Precipitation  Extremes  for  rainfall  quantities.” 

31.  Add  a paragraph  to  Section  III  entitled  “(D)  Rules  and  Regulations”  that 
reads  as  follows:  “After  due  notice  and  public  hearing,  the  Commission 
may  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
section.  Failure  by  the  Commission  to  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations  or  a legal  declaration  of  their  invalidity  by  a court  of  law  shall 
not  act  to  suspend  or  invalidate  the  effects  of  this  section.” 

32.  Delete  “Section  IV  (A)  (l)-(ll)  Enforcemenf’  in  its  entirety  and  Add 
“Section  IV  (A)  (l)-(7)  Enforcemenf’  in  its  place  to  read  as  follows: 

“(1)  No  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge,  build  upon,  degrade,  or 
otherwise  alter  resource  areas  protected  by  this  Bylaw,  or  cause,  suffer,or 
allow  such  activity,  or  leave  in  place  unauthorized  fill,  or  otherwise  fail 
to  restore  illegally-altered  land  to  its  original  condition,  or  fail  to  comply 
with  a permit  or  an  enforcement  order  issued  pursuant  to  this  Bylaw. 
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“(2)  The  Commission,  its  agents,  officers,  and  employees  shall  have 
authority  to  enter  upon  privately-owned  land  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  their  duties  under  this  Bylaw  and  may  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  such  examinations,  surveys,  or  sampling  as  the  Commission  deems 
necessary,  subject  to  the  constitutions  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and 
the  Commonwealth. 

“(3)  The  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  enforce  this  Bylaw,  its 
regulations,  and  permits  issued  thereunder  by  violation  notices, 
administrative  orders  (if  the  community  has  accepted  M.  G.  L.  Ch.  40, 
sect.  2 ID),  and  civil  and  criminal  court  actions.  Any  person  who  violates 
provisions  of  this  Bylaw  may  be  ordered  to  restore  the  property  to  its 
original  condition  and  take  other  action  deemed  necessary  to  remedy 
such  violations,  or  may  be  fined,  or  both. 

“(4)  Upon  request  of  the  Commission,  the  selectboard  and  the  town 
counsel  for  mayor  or  city  solicitor  shall  take  legal  action  for  enforcement 
under  civil  law.  Upon  request  of  the  Commission,  the  chief  of  police 
shall  take  legal  action  for  enforcement  under  criminal  law. 

“(5)  Municipal  boards  and  officers,  including  any  police  officer  or  other 
officer  having  police  powers,  shall  have  authority  to  assist  the 
Commission  in  enforcement. 

“(6)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  Bylaw,  or 
regulations,  permits,  or  administrative  orders  issued  thereunder,  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  $50  (fifty  dollars).  Each  day  or 
portion  thereof  during  which  a violation  continues,  or  unauthorized  fill  or 
other  alteration  remains  in  place,  shall  constitute  a separate  offense,  and 
each  provision  of  the  Bylaw,  regulations,  permits,  or  administrative 
orders  violated  shall  constitute  a separate  offense. 

“(7)  As  an  alternative  to  criminal  prosecution  in  a specific  case,  the 
Commission  may  issue  citations  under  the  non-criminal  disposition 
procedure  set  forth  in  M.  G.  L.  Chap.  40,  sect.  2 ID,  that  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Town  in  Section  10.4  (Non-Criminal  Disposition)  of  the  General 
Bylaws. 

33.  Amend  Section  IV  (B)  (Security)  as  follows:  a)  in  line  one,  change  “By 
law”  to  “Bylaw”;  b)  in  line  two,  change  “agency  or  official”  to  “agency, 
or  official”;  c)  in  paragraph  (3),  delete  the  sentence  “A  Certificate  of 
Compliance  may  extinguish  any  such  restriction,  easement  or  other 
covenanf’  and  substitute  with  the  following  sentence:  “A  Certificate  of 
Compliance  may  extinguish  only  those  bonds,  securities,  covenants, 
restrictions,  or  easements  listed  in  Section  IV  (B)  (1)  and  (2),  but  shall 
not  extinguish  any  other  conservation  restriction(s)  that  might  run  with 
the  land.” 
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34.  Amend  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  V (Definitions)  by  adding  the 
following  phrase  to  the  end  of  the  sentence:  “set  forth  in  any  regulations 
made  pursuant  to  this  Bylaw.” 

35.  Amend  the  existing  definition  of  Alter  in  the  following  ways:  a)  delete 

the  first  two  lines  of  the  definition  and  substitute  in  their  place  the 
following:  “The  term  Alter  shall  include,  without  limitation,  the 

following  activities  when  undertaken  to,  upon,  within,  or  affecting 
resource  areas  protected  by  this  bylaw:”;  b)  add  the  phrase  “salinity 
distribution,”  after  the  phrase  “flushing  characteristics,”;  c)  change 
“sedimentation  patters”  to  “sedimentation  patterns”;  d)  add  the  letter  “s” 
to  the  word  “level”;  e)  add  a new  sixth  line  that  reads:  “*  Dumping, 
discharging,  or  filling  with  any  material  that  may  degrade  water 
quality;”;  f)  change  the  phrase  “physical  or  chemical”  to  “physical, 
biological,  or  chemical”;  and  g)  add  a new  phrase  to  the  end  of  the 
definition,  to  read  as  follows:  “*  Incremental  activities  that  have,  or  may 
have,  a cumulative  adverse  impact  on  the  resource  areas  protected  by  this 
bylaw.” 

36.  Amend  the  definition  of  “Applicanf’  in  Section  V (Definitions)  by 
changing  the  existing  definition  from  “Any  person  who  files  a Notice  of 
Intent  or  whose  behalf  such  a notice  is  filed,  is  an  applicanf’  to  read  “Any 
person  who  files  a permit  application  or  request  for  determination  of 
applicability,  or  on  whose  behalf  such  an  application  or  request  is  filed, 
is  an  applicant.” 

37.  Amend  Section  V (Definitions)  by  adding  the  following  definition  of 
“Bank”:  “Bank  shall  include  the  land  area  that  normally  abuts  and 
confines  a water  body;  the  lower  boundary  being  the  mean  annual  low 
flow  level,  and  the  upper  boundary  being  the  first  observable  break  in  the 
slope  or  the  mean  annual  flood  level,  whichever  is  higher.” 

38.  Amend  Section  V (Definitions)  by  adding  the  following  definition  of 
“Person”:  “Person”  shall  include  any  individual,  group  of  individuals, 
association,  partnership,  corporation,  company,  business  organization, 
trust,  estate,  the  Commonwealth  or  political  subdivision  thereof  to  the 
extent  subject  to  town  bylaws,  administrative  agency,  public  or  quasi- 
public corporation  or  body,  this  municipality,  and  any  other  legal  entity, 
its  legal  representatives,  agents,  or  assigns.” 

39.  Amend  Section  V (Definitions)  by  adding  the  following  definition  of 
“Pond”:  “Pond”  means  any  body  of  fresh  water  with  a surface  area, 
observed  or  recorded  within  the  last  ten  years,  of  any  size.  Ponds  may 
be  naturally  occurring  or  man  made.  Ponds  shall  contain  standing  water 
except  for  periods  of  extended  drought.  For  purposes  of  this  definition, 
extended  drought  shall  mean  any  period  of  three  or  more  months  during 
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which  the  average  rainfall  is  50%  or  less  of  the  ten-year  average  for  that 
same  period. 

“Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  following  man-made  bodies  of  open 
water  shall  not  be  considered  ponds: 

a)  basins  or  lagoons  that  are  part  of  wastewater  treatment  plants; 

b)  swimming  pools  or  other  impervious  man-made  basins;  and 

c)  individual  gravel  pits  or  quarries  excavated  from  upland  areas 
unless  inactive  for  five  or  more  consecutive  years.” 

40.  Delete  the  definition  of  “Issuing  Authority”  in  its  entirety  from  Section  V. 

41.  Amend  Section  V (Definitions)  by  adding  the  following  definition  of 
“Rare  Species”  to  read:  “Rare  Species  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
all  vertebrate  and  invertebrate  animal  and  plant  species  listed  as 
endangered,  threatened,  or  of  special  concern  by  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  regardless  of  whether  the  site  in 
which  they  occur  has  been  previously  identified  by  the  Division.” 

42.  Delete  the  existing  definition  of  “Variance”  from  Section  V (Definitions) 
in  its  entirety. 

43.  Amend  Section  V (Definitions)  by  adding  the  following  definition  of 
“Vernal  Poof’:  “Vernal  Pool  shall  include  a confined  basin  depression 
that,  at  least  in  most  years,  holds  water  for  a minimum  of  two  continuous 
months  during  the  spring  and/or  summer,  and  that  is  free  of  adult  fish 
population,  as  well  as  the  area  within  100  feet  of  the  mean  annual 
boundary  of  such  a depression,  regardless  of  whether  the  site  has  been 
certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  Vernal 
pools  shall  include  those  mapped  and  certified  by  the  Massachusetts 
Natural  Heritage  and  Endangered  Species  Program  as  well  as  those  areas 
identified  in  the  field  as  eligible  for  certification  by  a professional 
wetland  biologist  or  other  expert.” 

44.  Add  a new  section,  entitled,  “Section  VI:  Burden  of  Proof’  that  reads  as 
follows:  “The  applicant  for  a permit  shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  by 
a preponderance  of  the  credible  evidence  that  the  work  proposed  in  the 
permit  application  will  not  have  unacceptable  significance  or  cumulative 
effect  upon  the  resource  area  values  protected  by  this  bylaw.  Failure  to 
provide  adequate  evidence  to  the  Commission  supporting  this  burden 
shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  Commission  to  deny  a permit  or  grant  a 
permit  with  conditions.” 

45.  Add  a new  section,  entitled,  “Section  VII:  Appeals”  that  reads  as  follows: 
“A  decision  of  the  Commission  shall  be  reviewable  in  the  Superior  Court 
in  accordance  with  M.  G.  L.  Chap.  249  Sect.  4.” 
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46.  Add  a new  section,  entitled,  “Section  VIII:  Relation  to  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act”  that  reads  as  follows:  “This  bylaw  is  adopted  under  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment  of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution  and  the 
Home  Rule  statutes,  independent  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (M.  G. 
L.  Ch.  131,  Sect.  40)  and  Regulations  (310  CMR  10.00)  thereunder.” 

47.  Add  a new  section,  entitled,  “Section  X:  Severability”  that  reads  as 
follows:  “The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Bylaw  shall 
not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof,  nor  shall  it 
invalidate  any  permit  or  determination  that  previously  has  been  issued.” 

(by  Conservation  Commission) 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  General  Law  Chapter  44, 
Sections  3-7,  known  as  the  Community  Preservation  Act,  that  establishes  a special 
“Community  Preservation  Fund”  that  may  be  appropriated  and  spent  for  certain  open 
space,  historic  preservation,  and  affordable  housing  purposes;  to  approve  a property  tax 
surcharge  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  three  percent  of  the  taxes  assessed  annually  on 
real  property  that  shall  be  dedicated  to  the  fund,  such  surcharge  to  be  imposed  on  taxes 
assessed  for  fiscal  years  beginning  on  or  after  July  1,  2002;  and  to  exempt  from  the 
surcharge  any  or  all  of  the  following:  1 ) property  owned  and  occupied  as  a domicile 
by  a person  who  would  qualify  for  low-income  housing  or  low-or  moderate-income 
senior  housing  in  the  community;  and  2)  $100,000  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  Class 
One,  Residential  parcels;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(by  Conservation  Commission  & Planning  Board) 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a Conservation  Fund  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40,  Section  8C  for  the  use  of  the  Conservation 
Commission,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(by  Conservation  Commission ) 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  transfer  from 
available  funds,  or  borrow  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Thousand  ($200,000.00)  Dollars, 
and  to  deposit  the  same  into  the  Conservation  Fund  for  the  purposes  authorized  in 
M.G.L.  Ch.  40,  section  8C,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

SOLID  WASTE  FACILITY  PUBLIC  PROCESS 
BYLAW 


(a)  Preamble.  This  Section  establishes  public  participation  requirements  to 
improve  the  public  process  following  the  filing  of  a site  assignment 
application  for  a new  solid  waste  facility. 

(b)  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  Section  is  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  people  of 
Carver  to  clean  air  and  water  guaranteed  by  Article  97  of  the  Articles  of 
Amendment  to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  and  to  protect  their  right  to 
petition  government  guaranteed  by  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  Article 
19  of  the  Declaration  of  Rights,  and  by  the  First  Amendment  to  the  United 
States  Constitution. 

(c)  Authority.  This  Section  is  adopted  pursuant  to  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  Article  89  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment, 
independent  of  the  provisions  of  Section  150A  of  Chapter  1 1 1 of  the  General 
Laws  and  regulations  promulgated  thereto. 

(d)  Proposed  Solid  Waste  Facilities  - Public  Process.  This  bylaw  establishes 
procedures  to  require  an  informational  meeting  by  the  Board  of  Health  which 
is  held  following  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a site  assignment  for  a 
proposed  solid  waste  facility. 

(1)  The  Board  of  Health  shall  hold  a public  informational  meeting  no  later 
than  fourteen  (14)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  a public  hearing 
on  a site  assignment  application  for  a proposed  solid  waste  facility, 
where  the  applicant  shall  be  invited  to  give  a short  presentation  and 
answer  questions  from  attendees. 

(2)  At  least  fourteen  (14)  days  prior  to  commencement  of  said  informational 
meeting,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  require  the  applicant  place  a large  4 
foot  by  8 foot  sign  at  the  proposed  site,  on  the  nearest  public  way,  which 
states  in  a clearly  readable  typeface  that  ''This  is  a proposed  site  of  a 
(type  of  facility)  proposed  by  (name  of  applicant).  An  informational 
meeting  on  the  application  will  be  held  ( date )( time)  at  (location).  For 
more  information,  contact  (name,  title,  phone  number  and  address  of 
Board  of  Health  contact),  ” and  which  shall  contain  a brief  description 
of  the  proposed  project  and  where  application  materials  can  be 
reviewed. 

(3)  At  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  commencement  of  said  informational 
meeting,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  send  notice  of  said  meeting,  which 
shall  include  a brief  description  of  the  project,  the  date,  time  and  location 
of  the  meeting,  how  residents  can  participate  in  the  meeting,  and  where 
application  materials  can  be  reviewed,  by  first  class  mail  to  all  residents 
and  landowners  located  within  one  mile  of  the  proposed  site,  including 
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residents  and  landowners  in  an  abutting  town  if  the  proposed  site  is 
within  one-half  mile  of  that  town  (an  “abutting  town”). 

(4)  At  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  commencement  of  the  informational 
meeting,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  forward  a copy  of  the  application  for 
site  assignment  to  the  Carver  Public  Library  and  to  the  public  library  in 
an  abutting  town,  if  any,  and  place  a copy  on  the  internet. 

(5)  At  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  commencement  of  the  informational 
meeting,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  publish  notice  as  a display 
advertisement  in  a non-legal  section  of  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  in  Carver  and  an  abutting  town,  if  any,  which  shall 
include  notice  of  the  informational  meeting  and  where  the  application 
materials  may  be  reviewed,  and  shall  send  the  notice  as  a press  release 
to  all  newspapers  and  media  outlets  which  circulate  in  the  town(s). 

(6)  The  Board  of  Health  shall  provide  for  either  live  public  broadcast  of  the 
informational  meeting  on  the  local  cable  access  channel,  or  if  that  is  not 
feasible,  for  the  videotaping  of  the  informational  meeting  for  later 
broadcast. 

(7)  The  Board  of  Health  may  assess  upon  the  applicant  the  costs  for 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  relative  to  the 
informational  meeting  and  providing  notice  thereof.  Said  applicant  may 
contest  the  amount  so  assessed  and  may  request  a hearing  before  the 
Board,  who  may  then  reconsider  the  amount  of  the  assessment  thereof. 

(e)  Severability.  Each  of  the  paragraphs  within  this  Section  shall  be  construed 
as  separate  to  the  end  that  if  any  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  thereof  shall  be 
held  invalid  for  any  reason  the  remainder  of  that  paragraph  and  all  other 
paragraphs  of  this  Section  shall  continue  in  force;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto.

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Chapter  9,  “Environment”  of 
the  General  Bylaws  by  inserting  therein  the  following  new  Section  4: 

SECTION  9.4.  REGULATION  OF  SOLID  WASTE  FACILITIES 

(a)  Preamble.  General  Laws  Section  150A,  Chapter  111  requires  that  every 
person  maintaining  or  operating  a solid  waste  facility  shall  operate  the  facility 
in  such  manner  as  will  protect  public  health  and  safety  and  the  environment. 
Upon  determination  by  the  Board  of  Health  that  the  operation  or  maintenance 
of  such  a facility  results  in  a threat  to  public  health  and  safety  or  the 
environment,  the  Board  may  rescind,  suspend,  or  modify  the  site  assignment 
following  due  notice  and  a public  hearing. 
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(b)  Purpose.  This  section  establishes  the  following  procedures  in  addition  to  the 
procedures  required  by  state  law  and  regulation,  to  protect  the  rights  of  the 
people  of  Carver  to  clean  air  and  water  guaranteed  by  Article  97  of  the 
Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution. 

(c)  Authority.  This  Section  is  adopted  pursuant  to  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  Article  89  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment, 
independent  of  the  provisions  of  Section  150A  of  Chapter  1 1 1 of  the  General 
Laws  and  regulations  promulgated  thereto. 

(d)  Petition.  Any  ten  ( 10)  or  more  residents  of  Carver  may  petition  the  Board  of 
Health  in  writing  alleging  that  said  solid  waste  facility  is  operating  in 
violation  of  its  site  assignment  or  of  any  applicable  law,  regulation,  order,  or 
bylaw  or  that  the  maintenance  or  operation  of  a solid  waste  facility  results  or 
may  result  in  a threat  to  public  health  or  safety  or  the  environment. 

(e)  Burden  of  Proof.  When  an  allegation  is  made  that  a solid  waste  facility  is  in 
violation  of  any  applicable  law,  regulation,  order,  or  bylaw  or  that  the 
maintenance  or  operation  of  a solid  waste  facility  results  in  or  may  result  in 
a threat  to  public  health  or  safety  or  the  environment,  the  burden  of  proof 
shall  be  on  the  owner  or  operator  of  said  solid  waste  facility  to  prove  that  the 
facility  is  not  in  violation  or  that  the  operation  of  the  facility  does  not  result 
in  a threat  to  public  health,  safety,  or  the  environment,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(f)  Preliminary  Hearing.  No  later  than  twenty-one  (21)  days  following  receipt 
of  such  a petition,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  schedule  a preliminary  hearing. 
The  purpose  of  the  preliminary  hearing  shall  be  to  decide  whether  the  Board 
should  schedule  a site  assignment  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  150A  of 
Chapter  1 1 1 of  the  General  Laws  to  consider  whether  to  rescind,  suspend,  or 
modify  the  site  assignment  of  said  facility.  The  preliminary  hearing  shall  be 
held  no  later  than  sixty  (60)  days  following  receipt  of  the  petition. 

(g)  Hearing  Notice.  Notice  of  the  preliminary  hearing  shall  be  made  at  least 
twenty-one  (21)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  hearing  by  notice 
printed  in  a display  advertisement  in  every  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
in  Carver  and  an  abutting  town,  if  any.  Said  notice  shall  include  the  entire 
text  or  a concise  summary  of  the  petition,  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  the 
preliminary  hearing,  how  residents  can  participate  in  the  meeting,  and  where 
application  materials  can  be  reviewed  and  the  deadline  for  submitting  written 
comments  on  the  petition  to  the  Board  of  Health.  At  least  fourteen  (14)  days 
prior  to  commencement  of  said  preliminary  hearing,  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  send  a copy  of  said  notice  of  said  preliminary  hearing  by  first  class  mail 
to  all  residents  and  landowners  located  within  one  mile  of  the  proposed  site, 
including  residents  of  an  abutting  town,  if  any. 
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(h)  Hearing  Procedure.  The  preliminary  hearing  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

(i)  The  petitioners  shall  first  describe  the  basis  for  their  petition.  (ii)Then,  the 
owner  or  operator  of  the  affected  facility  shall  be  given  a reasonable 
opportunity  to  respond.  (iii)The  Board  shall  then  allow  public  testimony,  and 
shall  accept  written  comments  for  a specific  period  of  time  that  shall  be 
announced  at  the  preliminary  hearing.  The  hearing  shall  be  conducted  as 
informally  as  possible,  and  shall  not  follow  the  rules  of  evidence  commonly 
followed  in  the  courts.  Any  resident  of  Carver  or  an  abutting  town,  if  any, 
and  of  the  general  public,  shall  be  allowed  to  present  oral  or  written 
testimony  during  the  hearing 

(i)  Written  Decision.  No  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  conclusion  of 
the  preliminary  hearing,  the  Board  shall  render  a written  decision  whether  or 
not  to  convene  a site  assignment  hearing  pursuant  to  Section  1 50A,  Chapter 
1 1 1 of  the  General  Laws  to  consider  whether  the  site  assignment  should  be 
rescinded,  suspended,  or  modified. 

(j)  Severability.  Each  of  the  paragraphs  within  this  Section  shall  be  construed  as 
separate  to  the  end  that  if  any  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  thereof  shall  be  held 
invalid  for  any  reason  the  remainder  of  that  paragraph  and  all  other 
paragraphs  of  this  Section  shall  continue  in  force  and  effect. 

; or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

“Environmenf ’,  of  the  General  Bylaws,  by  inserting  the  following  new  subsection: 

9.3  Site  Assignment  Applications 

(a)  The  Board  of  Health  shall  not  accept  a site  assignment  application,  nor  hold 
a site  assignment  hearing,  nor  approve  a site  assignment  application  for  a 
proposed  solid  waste  facility  or  any  portion  thereof  located  in  any  Zoning 
District  where  privately  owned  or  operated  solid  waste  uses  are  not  allowed 
as  a matter  of  right. 

(b)  An  application  for  a site  assignment  for  a solid  waste  facility  shall  not  be 
accepted  by  the  Board  until  such  time  as  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the 
Board  that  the  proposed  facility  is  not  prohibited  by  the  Zoning  Bylaws  by 
providing  to  the  Board  a town  Zoning  Map  showing  that  said  facility  is  in  a 
District  that  allows  privately  owned  or  operated  solid  waste  uses  as  a matter 
of  right,  or  when  said  proposed  facility  would  be  located  in  a Zoning  District 
where  said  solid  waste  uses  are  not  allowed  as  a matter  of  right,  a written 
ruling  of  the  Building  Inspector  or  a written  decision  of  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  which  states  that  the  area  of  land  where  said  facility  would  be 
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located  is  exempt  from  the  prohibition  against  such  solid  waste  uses  and  the 
basis  for  such  exemption.; 

or  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

Article  71.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  2300  of  the  zoning 
bylaws,  “Use  Regulation  Schedule”  in  subsection  D “Industrial”  by  inserting  thereof  a 
new  row  “Sanitary  landfill  or  other  solid  waste  uses”  and  by  inserting  a “N”  in  each 
column  for  this  use  except  for  the  “lA”  and  “IB”  columns  where  a “Y”  shall  be 
inserted.;  as  follows:

;and  furthermore  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  sub-section  5222  of  the 
Zoning  Bylaws  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  “The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not  grant  a 
use  variance  to  allow  a sanitary  landfill  use  or  other  solid  waste  facility  use  in  any 
zoning  district  where  solid  waste  uses  are  not  allowed  as  a matter  of  right.”;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto.

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rezone  a certain  district  as  shown  on 
the  Zoning  Map  identified  as  “Zoning  Map,  Town  of  Carver”,  dated  September  1999 
so  that  the  Industrial  A District  located  West  of  Main  Street  and  North  of  Plymouth 
Street,  located  on  the  borders  with  the  Town  of  Middleborough  and  the  Town  of 
Plympton  as  shown  on  the  area  colored  blue  on  the  Map,  and  more  particularly  shown 
on  a copy  of  the  Map  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  showing  the  aforesaid  area 
outlined  in  red  and  identified  as  “NEW  GENERAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT”,  be 
rezoned  as  a General  Business  District;  that  the  Town  reprint  the  zoning  map  so  said 
area  shall  be  colored  dark  orange;  and  that  the  Town  appropriate,  transfer  from 
available  funds,  or  borrow  a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  reprinting  the  Map  to 
contain  and  reflect  the  changes  authorized  herein.;  or  act  on  anything  relating  thereto. 

(by  petition) 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  the  amount  of  One  Hundred  Ten  Thousand  ($1 10,000.00)  Dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  funding  the  three  (3)  percent  tax  rebate  program  for  FY  2002,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(by  Board  of  Selectmen) 

Article  74.  To  see  what  amount  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  from  available  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  Stabilization  Fund,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

(by  Board  of  Selectmen)
